The text of the "Brief Description of the Drawings" section of the 
Specification is unchanged in new paragraphs 6.1-6.6 from original paragraph 6., and 
new paragraphs 7.1-7.7 from original paragraph 7., lines 6-19; the text of new paragraph 
number 8.1 is identical to original paragraph number 7., lines 1-6; and text is deleted 
from the Abstract. As such, no new matter has been added. 

Consequently, in view of these remarks, Applicants respectfully contend that the 
objections have been fully replied to, and that the application is in condition for 
allowance, and the Examiner is respectfully requested to pass this case to issue.
